The Vulcan and District Victory 
Loan committee has been honored 
by a presentation from the Nation¬ 
al War Finance Committee. This 
is In the form of a portfolio giv¬ 
ing reproductions of the docu¬ 
ments of surrender ahd is a valu¬ 
able memorial of the Ninth Vic¬ 
tory Loan. To receive this is a tri¬ 
bute to the high endeavour of the 
Vulcan Unit in subscribing so 
wholeheartedly to' the support of 
all war loans. It may be seen at 
the Victory Loafl office (Ration 
Board office) for the next few 
days, following which the com¬ 
mittee will present this valued 
document to the Vulcan High 
School. 

The first reproduction of the 
"Instrument of Surrender” signed 
at Lunenburg, covers the end of 
hostilities for the Canadian Army 
in Holland and the British Second 
Army. It was signed on May 4, 
1945, with more than one million 
Germans laying down their arms. 

The second reproduction shows 
the signing of unconditional sur¬ 
render at Rheims on May 7, with 
Germany’s land, sea. and air for¬ 
ces immobilized. __ 

The final signing took place in 
Berlin, and was formal ratification 
of the surrender at Rheims. It was 
signed at midnight May 8th by 
German commanders, and com¬ 
manders of British, Russian, 
American and French forces. 

'Hie unconditional surrender of 
all Japanese forces was signed on 
Sept. 9th aboard the U.S.S. Mis¬ 
souri with General McArthur as 
master of ceremonies. Signatories 
for the Allies were representatives 
of United States, China, Britain, 
Russia, Australia, Canada, France 
the Netherlands and New Zealand. 

The last document in the port¬ 
folio is a reproduction of the Jap¬ 
anese Emperor’s proclamation to 
the Japanese people.

Writing of the Ontario scene, 
the Toronto Globe and Mail says: 
"City dwellers were aware of the 
discomforts of tht jrjclement 
spring and the unusual downpour- 
ings of rain tt\rough the summer 
of this year. They heard, too, of 
something that the weather meant 
in the country—the failure of pol- 
lenization in the orchards, land too 
wet to work, and seed that rotted 
in the ground. Some of the effects 
they have seen in the woe-begone 
peaches offered in the stores, and 
the scrubby apples which find H 
market. 

Details of the melancholy year, 
so far as fruit and vegetables are 
concerned are to be found in the 
October crop report of the On¬ 
tario Department of Agriculture. 
It reads like a dirge. This was no 
victory year for the country dwel¬ 
lers. J 

There was some small increase 
in grapes, but almost all other 
trult snows startling decrease. Ap¬ 
ples are only a 25% crop in West¬ 
ern Ontario, and only 17% in. the 
eastern part of the province. Pears 
in both sections are down, and 
plums and peaches have similar 
sorrowful fate. 

The vegetable report shows a 
slight increase in acreage for late 
cabbage, carrots, lettuce, onions 
tomatoes but a considerable., de¬ 
crease of acreage in corn, potatoes 
and table turnips. Western Ontario 
will And its total tomato pack con¬ 
siderably less this year, heavy 
rains and frost having damaged 
the crop severely. In eastern On¬ 
tario the pack ofp.ee led tomatoes 
will be slightly less than 50 per 
cent of the average, with tomato 
juice and other tomato products 
at approximately 60 per cent. 
Pumpkin pics will be fewer so far 
as they have to depend on this 
year’s Ontario pack. Six factories 
in eastern Ontario participated in 
packing 20.000 cases where last 
year 200,000 cases were packed. 

The report is one which brings 
home the difficulties with which 
the farmer has to contend. He bat¬ 
tles frost, drought, floods and in¬ 
sect pests to feed the country. He 
is entitled to a greater measure of 
• sympathy than he has sometimes 
had.

“Are the fruit growers of B.C. 
sorry that the Ontario fruit crop-is 
a failure this year? Are the coal 
miners Sorry that we can’t get our 
regular supply of coal from the U. 

Do the workers at 
Research Enterprises want the 
plants converted to the production 
of something useful? The answer 
in every case is “no.” The people 
as a whole, are utterly indifferent 
to the size' of the national income. 
What they are concerned about is 
their own share of it. A man told 
me one time that this country 
would be better off without rain be 
cause then they would be able to 
race horses every day and thero 
vas more money to be made racing 
horses than in growing crops. 

“But there is always a remnant 
of the people concerned about pro¬ 
duction. These are the pioneers who 
venture into new fields and put,ev¬ 
erything they have into their ven¬ 
tures in order to increase produc¬ 
tion. They are the real leaders of 
the nation and one might tiuthful- 
. ly say that if they are alloyed to
